Readjustment to Peace Conditions Will be Effected Slowly, Say Textile 


Men, and Prices will Remain High for Some time 


some relief to the situation in Can- 
ada from the clothing manufacturer’s 
standpoint during ithe next six months 
but the imported goods will be scarce 
for the next year at least. : 
Estimates of some _ wholesalers 
placed the period of high prices at 
two years, Samples of new goods 
are not expected for six months at 
least and the delivery of goods from 
Great Britain in quantity would then 
be six months later, or perhaps longer. 
The task of re-clothing the belliger- 
ent nations will require the readjust- 
ment of the textile machinery of the 
world and the shipment of raw ma- 
terial from Australasia. Since wool 
prices are under. government control 
for some time, and since transporta-

Since the mills 
will be obliged to complete delivery 
of these orders before entering on 
new contracts, the prices which they 
fix. will largely govern the course of 
clothing values for the next twelve 
months, 

It was stated in a number of quar- 
ters that goods have been sold. for 
the fall trade of 1918 at prices that 
are even lower than those which the 
wolesalers will have to pay to re- 
place them, according to the 1919 
scale of prices, 

One man who has investigate can- 
ditions in the woollen and general dry 
goods trade in ‘Canada and the Uni- 
ted States during the last two weeks 
stated that the market was practically 
bare of supplies, a,nd that prices were 
from 15 to 50 per cent higher for 
next year than they had been.’ He

ing for goods, particularly hosiery. |

Publication of Atrocities Committed 
by Germans in Africa Starts 
Series of Revolutions 


New York. — Following  publica- 
tion’ in the Union South Africa, of 
the report of Edmond H. L. Georges, 
acting secretary of the Union, giving 
details of the dtrocities committed by 
the Germans in the African colonies, 
resolutions urging retention of these 
territories by the entente allies have 
been adopted at mass meetings held 
in ‘the Union's principal cities. The

Emperor 
Charles’ amnesty proclaimed on July 
14, 1917, ; “ 

“IT have always believed in tlie new 
life of peoples,” Dr, Kramarz con- 
tinued. “Our sole ambitios is to live 
peacefully and prosperously and ta 
become a strong” friend of the en- 
tente against the Germans. It is prob- 
able Germany will remain a menace, 
since j. is impossible to destroy such 
a-strong nationality. As for our polit- 
cal future, we do not ses a way to 
tie up with Austrians or Hungarians. 
It is certain that in future we will 
t-y to maintain c- mmercial relations 
with the Jugo-Slavs and the Ruman- 
ians. Regarding the. tariff it is‘certain 
we must maintain a protective wall 
against Germany or our industries 
will be ruined. 

“We also desire to establish the} 
frontie s of ancient Bohemia. It is 
only just that we have what was once 
ours. It was during the thirty years’ 
war that the Germans ruined us, kill- 
ing our people, colonized our terri- 
tory;. yet our \race is. so strong that 
we hav: lived-through the centuries. 
However, we will be fairer with the 
‘Germans than they were with us: We 
will ‘not oppress those within our 
frontiers. ‘We will give them every 
liberty, but the government must be 
ours.” , :
